Chinese policemen are thirty two yeard 
of age, without whiskers; wear loose clothes” | 
and carry staves, They walk at thorate 
ofa mile in twenty-four hours. .‘{heit 


‘chief amusement is. locking’ at: .people 


gambling and ‘stealing. When they see 
any. persons’ gambling they smile, tyra 
their backs, and slip twenty cash into their 
pookets. Sometimes when they catch 6 
very weak ‘oreature in the last, stage -of 
inonition taking a handful of bad rice, they 
lay hands upon his tail and: walk off with * | 
him at the above rate tothe police-atation, 
This is in order to show their efficiency, 
and the srduous .nature -of- thelr. datios. 
The next morning’ séven or eight of them 
take this wretch to the Mixed Court with 
loud monosyllabic hootings, where ha is 
sentenced to three months’ impriscfiment, 
the cangue, and a hundred strokes: of the. 
bamboo being thrown in as lively adjuncts 
to his confinement. A man once told mo 
that the reason they call Chinese police- 
men “ look-ons” in some places—-notably 
Hongkong—is becausa they always look on 
and never do snything. But i: did not 
believe this man; he once contradicted a 
jinrikisha coolie and a sampan man in open 
court, and is consequently utterly an- 
worthy of oredit. The magistrate was 60 
indignant at his having. the ‘auddcity to 
contradict the combined: statements: of 
these two gentlemen on his oath, that he © 
immediately fined. him twelve ‘dollars. 
Such is the good-fedlipg’ that: Chinese 
policemen have to Huropeans,. that, th 
entertain the greatest repugnance:'
